Ottawa, April S — Further information 
with reference to the proposed steamship 
Hue between Canada and Australia is forth- 
coming to-day. The two vessels which will 
bo placed on tho route aro tho " Miawera " 
and "Warrimoo"; they aro sister ahipa, each 
steamer being 345 ft. long by 42 ft. II in. 
beam, with a draft of 28 ft. The average 
speed of tho vessels ia 15^. knota per hour. 
The Union Steamship Co., which has three 
boats now running between Auckland and 
San Francisoo, only averagea about 13£. 
As tho Canadian service is much better than 
that to San Francisco, it is confidently ex- 
pected that a large f-haro of tho Australian 
travel will go via British Columbia. 

A despatch has been received from the 
Colonial office stating that the Spanish 
Government had decided to direct tho 
trade of the Spanish Antilles to Canada if 
placed on the same footing us between those 
colonies and the United States.

— It is rumored that the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company is soon 
to have a direct Eastern connection with 
tho sea-board, running entirely through 
Canadian territory from Parry Sound, on 
Georgian Ray, to Quebec, a distance of 550 
miles. The entire road will, it is said, be 
open for trailic next year. Between 
Ottawa and Parry Sound it traverses a new 
and richly timbered pino country. 



London, April 8.— Tho attempt this 
afternoon on the part of publicans and 
others to make an imposing public demon- 
stration against the proposed law establish- 
ing local option and abridging the privileges 
of the liquor trade resulted in a scone of 
riot and disorder. Tho plan of the mana- 
gers of the demonstration was to have pro- 
cessions formed in the various districts, all 
of them converging into Trafalgar square, 
where the meeting of protest was to be 
held. About half past four o'clock the pro- 
cession began to reach the square, the first 
procession being headed by a band and two 
large banners with the words " Xo coer- 
cion ! " Some members of the Total Ab- 
stinence societies had gathered to meet the 
paraders, and these were supplemented by 
a numerous crowd of tho rowdy element, 
who were bent on mischief without much 
regard to principles. Fighting soon beg.ui 
between tho rowdies and teetotallers 
on the one baud and the paraders on the 
other. In tho struggle banners were torn 
So pieces and the procession was broken up, 
The proceedings throughout were dis- 
orderly. 

It appears that the riot, Ibis afternoon, 
between tho opponents and the advocates 
of the liquor bill was the result of de- 
liberately prepared plans. Members of the 
temperance party, to the number of thou- 
sands, occupied Trafalgar Square under 
secret orders, long before the arrival of the 
liquor men. The object of this occupation 
waa to frustrate the demonstration and, as 
the liquor uarty appeared, the temper- 
ance men quickly showed their ability to 
use somet hing besides moral suasion in deal- 
ing with the drink question. As 
procession after procession appeared 
with their banners hearing legends pro- 
testing against the bill, the temperance peo- 
ple pounced upon them and the banners 
wero quickly torn to shreds. Free tighta 
were frequent, and tho police were busily 
employed in subduing and arresting the 
ringleaders in tho strife. The temperance 
party next secured possession of tho plat- 
form and proceeded to hold tho fort. The 
liquor party, enraged h_y previous attacks 
upon themselves, now became agressive and 
tho first temperance speaker was knocked 
off and somewhat bruised in the descent. 
Temperance peoplo, however, rallied and re- 
newed the attack, carrying all beforo them 
and obtaining full control. Thenceforth 
they had everything their own way, and 
closed the proceedings by singing 
Britannia " and other songs. 

CABLE NEWS. 



Paris, April 7 —James C. Carter con- 
tinued beforo the Rehring Sea court of arbi- 
tration to-day his reply to Sir Charles Rus- 
sell's plea for admission to the evidence of 
the British supplementary report of the 
Behring Sea commission. It was obvious, 
he said, that the question at issue was a 
crucial one for arbitration. If tho conten- 
tion of Oreat Britain is sustained it must 
follow that tho question of regulation, 
which tho United States regarded as of 
prime importance, will be relegated to 
second place. Replying to Carter, Sir 
Charles Russell said in 1800 there was a 
discussion concerning the rights and darn- 
ages. Since then, however, the question of 
regulation had disappeared as a separate 
subject of consideration and all the ques- 
tions handled together in subsequent nego- 
tiations. 

The court adjourned until Tuesday, when 
it will hold's secret session. On Wednes- 
day tho proceedings will attain bo open to 
the public. 

In reviewing and comparing tho speeches 
of Mr. Phelps and Sir Charles Russell, the 
Paris correspondent of tho London Daily 
News says : 

It struck me in listening to rhelps' plead- 
ings that under cover of attacks on the 
treaty of arbitration thero waa a great deal 
meant to tell against the party that agreed 
to it at the White House. Sir .Charles 
Russell argued that this was not the case, 
for they were sticking closely to legal tech- 
nicalities, but for one, h" wan for looking 
into tho intentions of those who signed the 
treaty. Both statements and counter state- 
ments, he said, contained a series of depo- 
sitions which would not be valid either in 
England or the United States as proofs. 
All evidence of this sort would bo inadmis- 
sible if the case had to bo decided on purely 
technical grounds instead o; according to 
tho natural laws of equity and tho interna- 
tional considerations of justice

Clnn-nn-Unel to DUbnnd. 

New York, April 8.— The LT. li. (United 
Brotherhood), the secret name by which the 
wing or section of tho Clan-na Gael con- 
trolled by John Dcvoy is known has, be- 
cause of internal dissentions, and in view of 
Mr. Gladstone's Home Rule bill, resolved to 
disband as a secret Irish revolutionary body 
and cast its lot with tho constitutional 
movement, under British laws, of the 
United Irish Federation. 

t'rop Prospects in California. 

San FRANCISCO, April 8. — Reports re- 
ceived from forty points in all parts of Cali- 
fornia indicate that this stato will have 
bountiful crops this year. In tho San Joa- 
quin valley, the great wheat raising district 
of tho state, tho'crop will bo unprecedented 
in size. Tho rains have beon copious and 
timely, and a largor acreage than ever be- 
foro is planted.

San Domingo Revolution Reported. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 8.— It ia re- 
ported that an uprising under Gen. Gon- 
zales has taken place against President 
Heureaux in San Domingo. The revolution- 
ists aasert that Heureaux is attempting to 
bring about annexation to the United 
States, which they oppose. 

The Home Rule Debate 

London, April 8.— The debate on the 
second reading of tho Irish Homo Rule bit 
yesterday in tho House of Commons pro- 
ceeded tamely until adjournment. No 
notablo speeoii waa mado and tho House waa 
half deserted. 

Brazilian Revolt Spreading. 

BcENOS AYKiits, April 8. — The revolt in 
the province of Catamarca ia spreading and 
gaining powor. Within tho last few days 
several encounters between the government 
troops and insurgents have been reported. 
Many wero killed in the field on each side 
and all tho prisoners shot. Tho insurgents 
recaptured tho railways. Tho government 
is sending out more troops to protect state 
proporty. 

The Simintriiiis and Outcli. 

SlNQArORK, April 8. — Means of communi- 
cation havo beon restored in East Sumatra, 
and more details ascertained concerning the 
recent fighting between Dutchmen and 
natives. As at first reported tho Dutch- 
men wore victorious. They captured eight 
forts and many guns. They lost Bix killed 
and forty-fivo wounded, nnd oixty-threo 
Achceneae wero killed. 



London, April S.— One hundred and fif- 
teen petitions signed with .'10,000 names, all 
in opposition to Homo Rule, arrived in 
London this morning frcn Ireland, and 
more petitions of the same kind are on tho 
way. These are to be presented to Parlia- 
ment to show that the Irish people are fur 
from being unanimous for tho Home Rule 
clause. 

The heat shown by the Hon. Mr. Phelps, 
Counsel for the United States, in the Bob- 
ring Sea dispute, is a surprise to tho Eng- 
lish who met him while he was American 
minister here, and who remember him as a 
wise and moderate diplomat. Many lead- 
ing people here view with disfavor the com- 
ments which Mr. Phelps has made on the 
British caso and are also inclined to look 
with displeasure on some of the language 
used on the British side. They believe 
that there has been such an exhibition of 
bad spirit on both sides as to render tho 
conventiod futilo so fur as regards uu equit- 
able settlement. 

Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, U. S. minister, 
bade farewell to the Queen at the state din- 
ner given by Her Majesty at Windsor Cas- 
tle prior to her departure for Italy. Mrs. 
Lincoln and Miss Lincoln Bailed from 
Southampton for New York to-day on the 
American line steamship New York. 

William O'Brien, M. P., the well-known 
Irish Nationalist leader, will leuvo tho 
House of Commons shortly, owing to being 
made a bankrupt by Lord Salisbury's vic- 
tory over him in the celebrated libel suit 
which O'Brien instituted ugainst the Con- 
servative leader. 

A mass meeting addressed by Ben Tillot, 
tho well known labor leader, absorbed tho 
attention of the strikers in Hull this even- 
ing. On the whole the day was a quiet one 
among dockmen. 

Mr. John Foster, ono of tho American 
representatives in the Behring Sea Court of 
Arbitration, gave a dinner at tho Hotel 
Continental, Puris, this evening, in honor 
of the British representatives.

of Btudents. University lifo baa its advan- 
tages, Eomewhat steeling the character by 
subjecting it to contact with the criticisms 
of comrades. The Bword knot, with the uni- 
versity, had become the backbone of tho- 
best German official life." Princo Bismarck 
next told the students how when Count 
Herbert Bismarck was a student at Bonn 
he had been suddenly called to take him 
home, as ho was ill. The Prince found thut 
Herbert's illness was due to a wound he bad- 
received in a duel. In order to evade the 
law, Herbert had hurriedly left the spot 
where the duel hud been fought with his 
wound unbaudaged. He had washed the 
wound with foul water. Prince Bismarck 
did not moralize on duelling, bo only ad- 
vised the students that it would bo better to 
be caught than to injure their health. 

THE "MODUS" AGAIN. 

President Cleveland Reissues the Procla- 
mation Prohibiting Sealing ill 
- Bebring Sea. 

Washington, D.C., April 8.— Tho usual 
proclamation prohibiting the taking of seals 
or other fur-bearing animals in Alaska or in 
Behring Sea in the season of 1803 was pro - 
mulgate'd by President Cleveland to-day. 
It is issued by virtue of the requirements o f 
section 1950 R. S. United States, and of sec- 
tion '2 of the Act of March 2, 1889, and is in 
conformity with the terms of articles 1, 2 
and ,'1 of the Treaty, of Arbitration with 
Great Britain concluded April 18, 189*2, 
which extends tho " modus vivendi " until 
October 10 this year. The penalty is the 
seizure of the vessels engaged in the unlaw- 
ful traffic and a fine of from §'200 to §1,000.

Another Rich Endowment for Jlcfiill Univer- 
sity— Blast, Furnaces to He Estab- 
lished— Kuhber Deal. 

TORONTO, April 8. — (Special) — Tho Em-

The Single Tnx Lecture. 

Louis F. Post lectured last evening at 
Philharmonic hall to a fairly large and ex- 
tremely enthusiastic audience on the aubjeet 
of single tax, moral and legal rights to land, 
free trade versus protection and analogous 
Bubjects. Only the first named, " Single 
tux," waa down on the cards, hut tho intro- 
duction of the other subjects followed as a 
matter of course, and tho three hours be- 
tween 8 and 11 p m. were spent by the 
audience in listening to a well delivered 
lecture, the argument of which was 
to prove the statement mado by 
the speaker that " God himself 
could not abolish poverty so long as private 
ownership of land was permitted to exist." 
His Worship Mayor Beaven occupied the 
chair, several of tho aldermen were pre- 
sent and somo of the members of the Legis- 
lature also attended, accompanied by thoir 
single tax champion, Thos. Forster, M.P.P., 
who occupied a seat on the platform and 
carefully followed tho discussion. Mr. 
Post was briefly introduced by tho Chair- 
man, who extended a cordial welcome 
to the city on this, his first visit, and 
bespoke a kindly hearing. The lecturer iB a 
man of over average weight. His face be- 
speaks mental strength and force of char- 
acter is shown in every line. Tho method 
of delivery is likewise forcible, but no 
stretch of imagination would enable him to 
be called an orator, and the best passages in 
tho deliverance were spoiled by tho intro- 
duction of levity or slang at what appeared 
to bo tho climax of an argument. Those 
who have read or heard Henry George would 
recognize at once many of tho expreaaions, 
a good deal of the language and all theargn- 
menta, butthere waa an interesting diversion 
from the general run of single tax speeches 
in the illustrations presented by means of 
what was called an "educational chart," 
and on which Mr. Post aaya he had to pay 
one dollar duty to get it through tho 
Customs — thanks to the "legalized system 
of robbery" brought, about by protection. 
There was also running through the lecture 
a strain of humor, and the speaker enlivened 
his discourse by occasional amusing stories, 
frequently using slangy expressions and 
epithets, all of them being well received, 
however. At, tho conclusion he was ten- 
dered a hearty vote of thankB.

VANCOUVER. 
Vancouver, April H. — Tho W.C.T.U. 
met lust evening. There wua a good at- 
bondance. It was unanimously resolved to 
send u report of the lust year's work to the 
Miiyor aud uldermen. Steps will be taken 
to organize alL tho temperance unions in tho 
city. 

A letter has been received by tho Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade from H. S. 
Thomas, of Nakusp, drawing attention to 
tho importance of tho Coast cities securing 
the trade of that part of the country. A 
merchant of Nakusp, he says, sent to Nel- 
son for goods, and when they arrived found 
they wore all of American make. The 
diatanco from tho Slocan mines to 
Kaslo is 29 miles, and from Nakusp 
to the C. P. R. tio' miles mak- 
ing ninety-five miles, '.whilo tho dis- 
tance from the Slocan mines to tho (Ireat 
Northern at Bonner's Ferry, in tho United 
States, is upwards of 100 miles. The dis- 
tance from New Denver to Slocan Crossing 
iH fifty- two miles, thirty-four miles by 
wagon road and eighteen by water. The 
trip to Revelstuke would require four trans- 
fers. A wagon road built from Nakusp to 
the head of Slocan Lake is twenty miles and 
by steamboat eight miles, bringing 
one within sixty-six miles of the 
C.I'.R. As tho Americans aeom bound 
to supply this portion of Kootenay country 
a atrong pull should bo made, Mr. Thomas 
Hays, by the boards of trade of tho ('oast so 
as to hold this portion of the Province aa 
there is no doubt as to the richness of the 
mineral belt. Ho suggests that the hoards 
of trade lend their influence towards a 
wagon road from Nakusp to Slocau Lake, 
which as the C.I'.R. is building to tho arm 
of Upper Arrow Lake would give transpor- 
tation the year round. 

Mr. Stanley Smith is to guide a largo 
party through tho Nechaco Valley. They 
will settle in tho prairie lands. 

Mayor Cope has declined to allow tho 
market hall to be used for the purposes of 
a inaaa meeting by the agitatora who are 
stirring up a accession feeling on tho Main- 
land.

MUDGETT'S MISTAKE. 

lie Forgot to Be "Off With the Old Love" 
Before (Jetting "On With the New." 

Thrco divorces wero granted by Judge 
Langley, of Seattle, on Friday, all for 
abandonment and failure to support. Ouo 
of the cases, that of Mary Mudgett against 
Albert W. Mudgett, has a history behind it 
that did not appear in tho pleadings. Tho 
complaint simply statca that the couple 
were married m Seattle on June IS, 1892, 
but that immediately after marriage Mud- 
gott refused to live with his wife, left tho 
atate and haa failed to do anything for her 
support. On this allowing the decree waa 
granted, and the plaintiff may assume her 
maiden name of Mary Grovea. 

The story behind it all ia a sensational 
one and was enacted during the early part 
of last summer. Mudgett was a conductor 
on a North Seattle electric car, and very 
susceptible to feminine charms. Soon after 
his arrival in Seattle be mado tho acquaint- 
ance of Mrs. Debbie, a widow whom he 
had known in the Fast. Friendship soon 
ripened into a tenderer relation and he be- 
cuine engaged to marry her, until finally, 
within about a month set for his marriage, 
ho became acquainted with Miss Mary 
Groves. Without relinquishing liia former 
love ho began to make love to Miss Grovea 
with audi success that on May 10 he in- 
duced her to elope witli him to Victoria and 
get married privately. 

In the meantime Mudgett continued to 
press hia suit with the widow, uud in about 
ten days after the marriage behaved so 
coldly to Miss Graves that she chided him 
for it. Mudgett then insinuated that she 
had not so strong a hold upon him as sbo 
believed, II r suspicions wero uroused by 
this and she discovered that the ceremony 
performed at Victoria waa a sham. A 
marriage licenso waa obtained, Juatice Von 
Tobel was summoned and after a stormy in- 
terview, in which a revolver in the hand of 
MiBsGrovos played an important part, a 
true murriuge took place, and Mias Grovea 
became Mrs. Mudgott. 

Even then Mudgott attempted to deceivo 
Mra. Debbie, claiming that his marriage no- 
tice was that of an entirely different Mud- 
gott, who had left with his wife for San 
Francisco. At laat, however, tho two in- 
jured women met and started out to make 
things pleasant for Mudgett. They boarded 
his car at tho corner of Temperance alreot 
and rodo up and down upon it until mid- 
night, keeping Mudgett in a atato of ab- 
ject terror, in momentary expectation of an 
outburst. Nothing serioua occurred, how- 
over, but Mudgett waa heartily glad when 
tho ordeal waa over and hastily left the 
city. Nothing haa aince been heard of him, 
and it is ueedlcsa to add that he did not ro- 
turn to defend the suit.

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IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

Tlio Chief Justice Refuses to Make an 
Order Restoring a Chinese Girl 
to Her Alleged Aunt. 

Two Very Contradictory Stories— The 
Limitations 01 a (inardian's 
Powers. 



In ro Ah Gway, an infant ; ox parto Chin 
Su. 

March 27. — Mr. Helmcken applied for a 
rule nisi for a writ of habeas corpus to bo 
directed to the managers of the Chinese 
Homo commanding them to produce the 
body of a Chinese girl alleged to havo been 
forcibly seized and detained by them from 
the custody of the applicunt, Chin Su. 

An affidavit in English was produced 
which had been sworn to by Chin Su. 

Sir M. Ii. liegbie : " This is not ad- 
miasible. lam told that the contents were 
translated to hor before she swore to their 
truth. That is not at all tho proper 
method, sho being quite unacquainted with 
tho Kuglish language. Tho utlidavit should 
bo written in Cliineso and read to or by 
hor, and sworn so ; then a sworn translation 
of that will bo used on the application 
to mo. Obviously, by tho inverse method 
now proposed the deponent may bo made 
to swear to matters she never intended, 
and it would be very difficult; to maintain 
an indictment for perjury it] (.use of false 
statements," 

April 2.— Thd Replication was now ro- 
nowed, oii h Itfbper affidavit by Chin Su. 

Aeeorx'.liig to tho applicant's statements, 
Ah U way was her niece, daughter of her 
Rioter, a resident in China. This sister had 
lately lost her husband, and being in poor 
circumstances hud entrusted her daughter, 
tho infant in question, now about fifteen 
years old, to Chin Su (who was then on a 
short visit to China but who had, with her 
husband, long resided in British Columbia) 
for nurture and education, until marriage, 
tho infant being alleged to bo be- 
trothed to a young man in China. 
The infant arrived hero accordingly with 
Chin Su and her husband in December last. 
In January, by methods which appeared (if 
truly atatod) to be wholly indefensible, but 
into the legality of which, as will be seen, 
it became quito unnecessary to inquire, Ah 
Gway was taken out of Chin Su's house, 
where she was then residing, and placod 
under the charge of the manager of tho 
Homo; and tho present application was 
with a view to having her restored to the 
custody of her alleged aunt and uncle (by 
marriage), to whom she had been entrusted 
aB already stated. 

This infant being produced in court told 
a very different story. Sho had never, sho 
said, known her mother or any parent ; her 
earliest recollection was of being under tho 
care of a woman in Shanghai, who did not 
pi ofess to be her mother. Some years ago 
this woman handed her over (sho believed 
in consideration of a sum of money) to an- 
other woman, who carried her to Canton and 
who, iu Canton, handed her over (again 
supposed for a money consideration) to 
Chin Su, the present applicant. The in- 
fant emphatically denied all knowledge of 
her alleged betrothal, and with consider- 
able boldness (for a girl of 15) defied Chin 
Su, and absolutely refused to return to her 
or to have anything to do with her. 

On tho other hand, Rev. Mr. Gardner 
and the matron, being in court, stated that 
no manner of force or restraint was now 
placed upon tho movements of tho infant ; 
that she could leave the Homo at any time, 
and although, certainly. Chin Su or other 
strangers were not allowed unlimited liberty 
of access, still she mightsee andeonverse with 
tho infant at all reasonable hours, in tho 
presence of two other Chinawomen, resi- 
dents there, Mrs. Morrow, the matron of 
the Home, was ready, if the infant were re- 
stored to the Home, to give her undertak- 
ing to maintain and educate the infant dur- 
ing the next live years, or until she could 
be placed out in a suitable situation of serv- 
ice or otherwise, to the satisfaction of a 
judge of this court. 

Sir Matthew B. Bcgbie, C. J. : The writ 
of habeas corpus has tor its immediate ob- 
ject ono solo condition : There must be 
somebody unlawfully detained in custody ; 
otherwise tho application has no ratis ex- 
istendi. Here, in point of fact, there seems 
to bo no restraint, lawful or unlawful, of 
any personal liberty. What is complained 
of is, an interference with Chin Su's claim 
of the sole custody of tho infant. It does 
not appear that uny person has a valid claim 
to that custody. Nobody can have a valid 
claim except the father, or a duly appointed 
suardiaujor some person, asa schoolmaster, 
to whom the infant has by proper authority 
been coulided or apprenticed, liven assum- 
ing Chin Su's statements to be true, viz : 
that All Gway is her niece, confided to her 
by her widowed mother for education, etc., 
that would hardly give Chin Su tho abso- 
lute right for which she contends, or any 
legal rights at all over the infant's person. 
The authority of a mother, and especially of 
a widowed mother, over the person of her 
infant child has in England been greatly 
extended by statute (1886, c 'J7)- 
And an English widowed mother ooulld 
certainly select for her child a school 
or a mistresH, with whose exclusive eui.tody 
no person would be permitted to interfere. 
But I am not aware that this legislation has 
been adopted in Canada, or what is the 
state of the law in China, and there would 
be some difficulty in satisfactorily ascertain- 
ing that a Chinese widow possessed simi- 
lar authority, or lud legally demited it. 
This Court has of course jurisdiction on a 
proper application to appoint a guardian, 
who would have exclusive control ; but 
no such application is before me. The 
Court, however, always considers what is 
the most advantageous course for tho infant 
to pursue. And ' in tho presence of Mrs. 
Morrow's undertaking, and the infant's own 
wishes (very emphatically manifested), 1 
must decline to order the writ to issue. In 
fact, what 1 am asked to do is to remove 
her from one unauthorized custody, where 
she desires to remain, and where, I think, 
her beat interests are lodged, and deliver 
her over to another custody equally un- 
authorized, where, I feel sure, she could not 
be retained except by physical means, and 
where she would bo exposed to risks from 
which she is at present protected. The 
writ will, therefore, be refused ; but look- 
ing to the circumstances under which the 
original change of domicile id alleged to 
have been effeoted, and which nro not con- 
tradicted or explained, I shall refuse it 
without costs. 

Mr. Helmcken for tho application ; Mr. 
Fell for tho Rev. J. B. Gardner and the 
managers of the Chinese Homo. 



Finally tho non-unionists were driven off 
and tho strikers undertook to capture the 
steamer. Tho polico interfered, and after 
unothor hot fight drove the mob of strikers 
from tho dock. Then they attacked with 
stones the building in which the officers of 
the Ship Owners' Federation were located. 
Another fight with tho polico resulted, and 
tho mob of strikers was finally broken up 
and scattered. Groups along tho water 
front are still in an ugly humor, .however, 
and the authorities, in anticipation of fur- 
ther trouble, havo asked for military aid. 
The Dockers' Union has issued a call to tho 
unions of London, Liverpool and elsewhere 
to assist in its fight against the shipping 
federation. Tho entiro shipping trade is at 
a standstill. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

"Libelling" the Unfortunate "Pre- 
mier "—Steamers of the New 
Australian Line. 



Cargo of Coal Lost in the Straits 
— The Behring Sea 
Patrol. 



Dock Laborers' atrlltc. 
London, April 7.— At Hull to-day tho 
striking union dock laborers, by throats, 
succeeded in driving off the non-union men 
from working on all tho vcssols except the 
Montsballo. Thoro they met with stubborn 
resiatanco, and a general light enBUod. 



The Seattle Telegraph says : " Tho dis- 
aster near Whidby island last November, 
caused by tho steamers Premier and Willa- 
mette colliding, is recalled by tho fact that 
United StateB Commissioner A. D, Bow- 
man has commenced to take testimony in 
tho libels brought against the "Willamette 
by thu injured" passengers. Soon after the 
collision libols were filed against tho 
Premier and Willamette conjointly. The 
Premier, when she came in contact with the 
Willamette, went down. It was supposed 
that it would be several weeks before she 
could bo raised. The United States mar- 
shal delayed serving tho papers in the libel 
for the reason that had he done so it would 
have been necessary for him to have gone to 
the expense of raising tho sunken steamer. 
Ono morning, however, the Premier, which 
is tho property of the Canadian Pacific 
company, was suddenly resurrected, and 
before tho marshal know it escaped to 
Canadian waters. There she has since 
made her home, although it is said that 07! sev- 
eral occasions she lion been seen in our waters. 
Nevertheless, she has successfully managed 
to keep out of tho way of the United StateB 
authorities hero. It has alwayB been 
claimed by the Willamette crew that tho 
Premier was to blame for the collision. 
What the outcome of the libels against her 
will bo remains to be seen. [As the un- 
fortunate Premier has been in the hands of 
the repairers ever since bIio was raised, it is 
evident that the inhabitants of Puget Sound 
have Been a ghost. ] 

TtIK CEIIRING SKA PATROL. 

If reports are correct the United States 
will have soveti vessels, probably eight, 
patroling Behring sea this year, tho fleet 
being made up of tho revenue cutters Bear, 
Rush and Corwin, the corvettes Alert, 
Ranger and Adams, and the guuboatB 
Petrel and Mohican. Orders havo been 
sent to the Rush, now in Honolulu, to pro- 
ceed to San Francisco and there make ready 
to sail for Alaska during the first week of 
May. Sho will first go to Ounalaska and 
thence to tho Pribyloff islands. The Cor- 
win and Bear will fallow her, the former 
almost directly and the latter going to Point 
Barrow, and thence through Behring 
sea to tho Arctic ocean, visiting also the 
Siberian coast in quest of additional rein- 
deer for tho Alaska reindeer farm, which is 
being assisted by tho United States Govern- 
ment. The Mohican, which is also 
at Honolulu, seems to be the doubtful 
boat, but if she should go North it' is 
thought she will he the " flagship " of the 
fleet. During the past winter the interests 
of tho United States on t he islands of St. 
Paul and St. George have been looked out 
for by Second Lieut. D. J. Ainsworth, of 
tho Revenue Marine Service. This is tho 
first time that tho presence of a commis- 
sioned officer has been deemed necessary in 
the far North during the winter months. 
It is to guard the young seals against possi- 
bly late raids in the full or eaily raids in 
the spring that a detachment of men was 
left there hist fall. Lieut. Ainsworth will 
be picked up by the Rush, and his com- 
mand relieved by that vessel from its pre- 
sent duty. 

QUICKLY DISCHARGED. 
While towing a scow load of coal down 
from Nanaimo for tho Victoria Gas Works 
yesterday morning, the tug Estelle met 
with B misfortune which will, no doubt, cost 
her owners a neat sum of money. About 
half-way down a heavy sea struck the scow, 
washing up over it and weighing it down 
on one side, so that when a second came 
the scow turned turtle, throwing over one 
hundred tons of coal into the Straits.

FMDA Y NIGHT'S DEBA TE. 

Tho debate on Mr. Cotton's want of con- 
Liilenoo motion proved with the utmost 
clearness that tho Government did right in 
postponing the Redistribution Bill, It was 
very evident from tho speeches of almost 
every member that the census returns are, 
for the purposo of apportioning tho repre- 
sentation, in an exceedingly unsatisfactory 
utate. Tho conclusions they lead to are far 
more unpalatable to tho opponents of the 
■Government than they aro to its supporters. 

It does not appear that the Opposition 
has any clear idea what the word "popu- 
lation." when used by thoae who are en- 
gaged in the work of redistribution, means. 
They seem at times to forget that the popu- 
lation of this Province, for political pur- 
poses, divides itself into two parts— tho en- 
franchised and tho unenfranchised. This of 
itself shows that the work of redistribution 
is not one of mere enumeration. Tho 
question that confronts the legislator 
at the very beginning of the inquiry is, who 
are to be considered in this business— those 
only who have the privilege of voting, or are 
the non-voters to bo mado a factor in the 
computation': To consider the non-voters 
as population is in a sense to enfranchise 
those to whom the law of the land has not 
extended the privilege of voting. This 
iieoma a very absurd course to pursue, but 
we have seen it advocated in one of tho 
papers of the Province. To distribute the 
representation according to the number of 
Indians and Chinese in tho Province, is to 
extend to theao unenfranchised people 
representation in the Legislature to which 
ilhey are not entitled by law. To give 
political weight and influence to men who 
uro not allowed to vote must appear to men 
of common-sense most unreasonable. 

If it is agreed that the non-voters are not 
to bo considered in the redistribution the 
wholo business assumes a different 
aspect. It is not as if the 
non - voters were in this Province 
very few. They form a considerable pro- 
portion of tho population. Thore aro in 
British Columbia, according to the latest 
returns, 35.202 Indians, and there are also 
S.910 Chinese. This makes an unenfran- 
chised population of 41,112. It is ousy to 
nee what a disturbing element this must bo 
in the calculations of the redistributors. 
They will have to consider tho population 
of tho Province without paying any 
rogard to tho non-voters. This 
leads to some very singular and 
unlooked-for results. The whole popu- 
lation of the Province is now estimated at 
98,173. Take from this number tho un- 
enfranchised inhabitants, and wo have a 
population of 54,061, among whom the 
Legislature must distribute tho representa- 
tion. Mr. Lowe, tho Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, gives the white population as 
62,060. It is evident that ho includes tho 
8,910 Chinese among tho "white" 
{toople. This is a rather loose calculation 
at best and, for political purposes, alto- 
gether erroneous. 

Lot us follow Mr. Lowe's calculations a 
little further, and sco where they lead us. 
Ho says that there are on tho Mainland 
31,940 "whites" — these whites, as we have 
Hcon, include tho Chinese — and on tho 
taland 31,025 "whites." We also see from 
tho ceosua returns quoted by Mr. Davie 
from tho Vancouver World that tliero aro 
an tho Mainland 0,S:S0 Chinese and on 
tho Island 'J.OSII. According to this the 
enfranchised population of the Mainland 
and Island must be distributed in the fol- 
lowing proportions : White population of 
the Mainland, 31,940-6,830 Chinese -25,- 
1L0, tho voting population of tho Mainland. 
White population of tho [aland, .'11,020 



— 2,080 Chinese = 2S, 945 votiDg populutionof 
the Island. This computation, which is 
strictly in accordance with tho latest 
c;n8us returns, gives the Island of 
Vancouver a voting population of 3,829 
more than there is on the Mainlund. 
Wo do not say that this result is the true 
one und that .the voting population of the 
Province is distributed according to these 
proportions, hut wo do say that it ia 
strictly accurato according to tho figures 
furnished by tho census department. 

Wo hardly expect the repre-entatives of 
the Eraser River District and New West- 
minster City to accept tho result that wo 
havo at rived at. But the test is one which 
they themselves have chosen. They are 
never tired of boasting of the numbers they 
represent, but they must now see that un- 
less they count the Indians and Chinamen 
as voters and as possessing political weight, 
tho Mainland, on tho ground of voting 
population, is not entitled to as largo a 
representation as the Island of Vancouver. 

Of course they will say that the calcula- 
tion is not fair, and perhaps go as far as Mr, 
Drown did on Friday night and declare that 
the figures are fraudulent. We do not feci 
at all disposed to argue with them about tho 
matter, but they must tee that tigurea which 
lead to such conc'nstons aro not a snfe foun- 
dation ou which to base a scheme of redis- 
tribution, and they will also have to admit 
that the Government, seeing where the au- 
thorized statistics led them, were more than 
justified when they hesitated to do what 
must seem to them an injustice to the Main- 
laud. 



Tho Opposition laughed at the modo 
which tho Premier resorted to to show that 
tho Government represents a majority of the 
electors of the Province. He took tho only 
way possible. He counted the votes east 
for each candidate, both for the Govern- 
ment and for the Opposition, at the lust 
general election. This was as fair for one 
side as it was for the other. In fact, it is 
the only wuy by which a result both fair 
and reliable can be arrived at. Ad exami- 
nation of the electiou returns shows 
that about nineteen thousand votes 
were polled in all. Of these about 
ten thousand were cast for tho Gov- 
ernment candidates and nine thousand for 
the Opposition and Independent candidates 
combined. This calculation is ratlior un 
fair to the Government than otherwise, for 
none of the Independent candidates wero 
returned either to oppose the Government 
or to support the Opposition. The op- 
ponents of the Government aro those only 
who aro elected to opposo its policy. To 
class thoso who were elected to give the 
( iovernment a fair support, and who repu- 
diated any connection with tho Opposition, 
as opponents of tho Government, is unfair 
and unreasonable. The divisions of the 
present session, too, show how absurd it is 
to count tho Independents us opponents of 
the administration. If tho votes polled for 
tho members for and against the Govern- 
ment on each important division aro 
counted, it will be found that tho Govern- 
ment has throughout the session enjoyed 
the support of a very large majority of the 
electors of tho Province. In the division 
on the Public Buildings Act, the votes 
polled for the majority were greatly in ex- 
cess of those polled for tho minority, and 
the same, we have no doubt, is true of the 
division on Mr. Cotton's wunt of confidence 
motion. 

The whole debute on Friday night proved 
that Mr. Cotton showed a lamentable want 
of generalship. He chose his ground badly, 
his forces were unskilfully marshalled, and 
his supply of ammunition was wonderfully 
deficient. 



A SINGULAR CASE. 

The case of Carlyle Harris bIiowb that 
there is a peculiar state of feeling in New 
York with respect to the crime of murder. 
Harris was a medical student whose morula 
were very far from being what they ought to 
have been. Ho married clandestinely a young 
girl who was at tho timo in a hoarding 
school. Getting tired of his wife he de- 
liberately poisoned her. He was appre- 
hended and tried for tho crime. The evi- 
dence was so strong against him that be 
was convicted after a not very long trial. 
He applied for a new trial, which was re- 
fused by the Recorder. When brought up 
for sentence the young man made a long 
speech, in which he denounced tho public 
prosecutor and everyone who hail taken 
part in the trial against him. When he 
left court he was made the object of an 
ovation by the mob. Ho was cheered 
enthusiastically and shouts of commendation 
and encouragement greeted him as long as 
he was in sight. Hum's, the murderer of 
his young wife, became for the hour tho 
idol of the populace. There was talk of 
having a public meeting to censure the 
court that condemned him and to inlhienco 
tho Govornor to grant him a pardon. 
This outrage, however, was not per- 
petrated, hut petitions were circulated 
for signature praying that ho be pardoned 
or that his sentence may ho commuted. It 
is said that as many as a hundred and fifty 
thousand signatures wero appended to this 
petition. There are happily no indications 
as yot that this monster petition and tho 
agitation in favor of Harris bus hud any 
otfect upon the Executive. 

The whole business is perfectly incompre- 
hensible. Ono would suppose that the Now 
York public would regard with horror so 
cowardly and so unnatural a crime. Tho 
complaint in the United States ia that tho 
courts aro too dilatory in trying murderers 
and too unwilling to convict them. ThiB 
slowness and reluctance to convict and pirn- 
ibll give .lodge Lynch a pretext to interfere, 
whloh he sometimes does in u most horriblo 
manner. But here wo have tho mob taking 
tho very opposito course. .Judges and jury 
are convinced of tho man's guilt, and after 
u fair trial find him guilty. This, instead 



of satisfying the mob, enrages them, Thej 
raise an outcry against tha allieers of jus- 
tice and they ogitato for the purdon of the 
murderer. Tha feeling exhibited by the 
New Yorkers iu this case goes a long way 
to account for tho fail ares of justico which 
excite such indignation in other places. 
Judges and juries when they are made to 
feel that, they are not backed up by public 
feeling must find it difficult to perform what 
they know to bo their duty. 

THE CZAR ON- THE ROAD, 

Ono is ublo to form a good idea of somo 
of tho beauties and benefits ol absolutism 
when ho reads of the precautious that are 
taken to prevent tho Emperor of Itufsia 
from being assassinated when he travola by 
ruilway. His Majesty lately took a 
trip to Sebastopol. This, according 
to tho correspondent of tho New 
Vork Times, is how the railroads are guard- 
ed when the Emperor travels : 

Over 100,000 troops havo been underarms 
this week standing for houra facing the 
silent railway trucks, waiting for the Imperial 
specinl train to whirl past them uu tho 
wav from St. Petersburg to Sebastopol. 
The whole tremendous length of this guard- 
ed line is c'osed to ordinary traffic for 
twelve hours prior to this passing. All roll- 
ing stock is sidetracked ut the termini of 
divisions. About tho middle of May these 
precautions will he repeated for tho return 
of the autocrats, and meantime what passes 
for the Imperial Government of Russia will 
bo transacted from the remote Crimea, 

If there is much traffic on thoao roads it 
can easily be understood what confusion, 
inconvenience und loss this side- 
tracking will cause iu Russian busi- 
ness circles. But the business men 
dure not complain, no matter what they 
suffer. They musi just grin and hear it 
until it pleases the authorities to opeu the 
roads to trullio again. Wc hear now and 
then how the Czir is idolized by his sub- 
jects. If they really love him it might be 
supposed that he could plaej confidence in 
their affection and would not,rcqulre the 
railways over which ho travels to be lined 
with soldiers to prevent his being mur- 
dered.

The Royal Colonial Institute Told of 
the Vast Possibilities of the 
New Eldorado; 



High Kstiumto by an Eminent Oflidal 
—Wonderful Development in the 
Past Five Years. 



At a meeting of the Royal Colonial 
Inatituto in Loudon on March 14, Dr. 
George M. Dawson, C. M. O., the assist- 
ant director of the Geological Survoy of 
Canada, l>y request rend a paper on tho 
Mineral Wealth of British Columbia, as 
follows : — 

Mad I known in timo that it would be 
my privilege to address tho Fellows of 
the Royal Colonial liistituto on the sub- 
ject of the " Mineral Wealth of British 
Columbia," I i hould have taken paina to 
provide myself with specimens of the ores, 
and with photographs and maps suitable 
for illustration. Without these means of 
enforcing mid explaining my remarks, 1 
feci that my endeavor is undertaken at 
some disadvantages, and this especially 
because 1 wish to speak of a country of 
which the mining importance lies chiefly 
in its future, and for which, though some 
substantial progress has already been 
made, it is not yet possible to refer to tho 
statistics of great mining enterprises. 

As it is, 1 am indebted to the Royal 
Geographical Society for the use of the 
map exhibited, upon which 1 must rely 
in order to convey some definite ideas mi 
the subject in hand. 

For bfteen years or more 1 have been 
engaged in the exploration and geological 
examination of British Columbia in eoo- I 
nection with tho Geological Survoy of 
Canada, ami have thus enjoyed the op- 
portunity of traversing and inspecting a 
large part of this province of Canada. 
The information gained has boon em- 
bodied in a series of oilicial reports, pub- 
lished from year to year, and it is only 
because it may be assumed that such re- 
ports are seldom read, that I can vonture 
to hopo that what 1 have to say may pos- 
sess some interest or novelty at the pres- 
ent time. 

Briti-h Columbia is the western prov- 
ince of the Dominion of Canada, with a 
coast lino of over fiUO miles in length, 
from- south to north, on the Pacific. It 
is tho largest of the Canadian provinces 
which has yet been defined, and may bo 
described as possessing truly imperial di- 
mensions. Its length of coast (without 
counting its extraordinary sinuosities) is 
nearly equal to the combined length of 
England and Scotland ; while its area of 
:!8t),i!00 square miles, is over threo times 
that of tho United Kingdom, and greater 
than that of any country in Europe ex- 
cept Russia. 

It is in tho main a land of mountains, 
including nearly 3 ,000 miles in length of 
that broken western margin of the Amer- 
ican Continent, which, in lieu of any bet- 
ter name, is known as the Rocky Moun- 
tain region or Cordilleran Belt. Although 
it possesses valuable fisheries and remark- 
able resources in its forests, besides im- 
portant tracts of arable and pasture land, 
much of its pr< sperity must depend on 
the development of its mineral wealth, 
which is the compensation afforded by 
nature for the generally rugged character 
of a large part of its surface. 

Less than one hundred years ago, the 
region now named British C lumbia was 
wholly unknown. At about that time its 
coast began to be explored in some detail 
by Cook, Vancouver, and other navigi- 
tois, and soon after, this coast became 
the resort of a certain number of trading 
vessels in search of furs : but. none of 
these adventurers acquired any knowl- 
edge of the interior of the country. Al- 
most simultaneously, however, the ex- 
plorers and traders of the North-West 
and Hudson's Bay Companies, pushing 
on and extending their operations from 
point to point in the interior of the North 
American Continent, began to enter the 
hitherto mysterious region of the Rocky 
Mountain from its inland stile. Macken- 
zie was the lirst to reach the Pacific, and 
following him came Fraser, Thompson, 
Campbell and others, all Scotchmen in 
the service of these trading companies, 
till by degrees several trading posts were 
established, and "New Caledonia," as 
the w hole region was then named, came 
to be recognised as an important " fur 
country. " 

This era of discovery, with its results, 
constitutes the lirst chapter in the known 
history of British Columbia. It. is replete 
with the achievements and adventures of 
these pioneers of commerce, who with 
their limited resources, and without 
knowing that, they had achieved fame 
often without even placing their journeys 
on record— extended the operations of 
their Companies across a continent. But 
this chapter, though full of interest, is 
not that with vvh cb we are at present 
concerned, it must sutlico to say that 
what is now British Columbia, remained 
a ■'fur country," and that alone, for 
many years. Tho existence of coal upon 
its coast was recognised by Dr. Toliuie, 
an officer of tho Hudson's Bay (.', inpany, 
as early as 1835 ; but though small quan- 
tities of coal were actually obtained from 
natural outcrops from time t'l time, for 
the use of blacksmiths at the Company's 
ports, no importance appears to have been 
attached to the discovery. The world 
was at that time very spacious, and the 
Pacific Ocean was still regarded rather as 
a field for tho exploration of navigators 
th in as a highway of commerce between 
Am- rica and Asia. 

In 1849 gold was discovered in Califor- 
nia, and with tho resulting influx of min- 
ers, tho seizure of that Mexican province 
by the United States, if justifiable at. all 
by its subsequent development, all are 
familial'. Two years later, a discovery of 
g 'ld occurred oil the Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, now forming pari of British Col- 
umbia. This forms an interesting epi- 
sode by itself, hut, though some attention 
was drawn to it for a time, no substantial 
results followed, and no alteration in the 
condition of I he countiy as a whole was 
brought about. The meaning and tho 
worth of this particular discovery yet re- 
main to he determined, 

In 1857, however, four or live French 
Canadians and half-breeds, employes of 
the ubiquitous Hudson's Bay Company, 
found gold on the banks of the Thomp- 
son, n tributary of the Fraser River, and 
their discovery becoming known, changed 



the wholo fortunes of tho country. Cali- 
fornia was at this time tilled with gold 
miners, and it required only the rumor of 
a new discovery of gold to create a new 
"excitement." In the following year, it

over 20, Oi people arrived at the. roinoto 
trading port which then stood upon tho 
present site of the city of Victoria, while 
many more made their way overland to 
the Now 101 Dorado. 

The dilliculties in tho way of these for- 
tune hunters were great. The country 
was without roads or other means of com- 
munication, save such rough trails and 
tracks H3 had served tho purposes of tho 
natives and those of the fur traders.

punitive y modest proportions, and at the 
present timo, mining in the Cariboo dis- 
trict is mainly confided to hydraulic 
workings, by which poorer ground is 
utilised and a much larger quantity of 
material requires to bo removed to obtain 
a given amount of gold. But tho old 
valleys of Cariboo have never ceased to 
produce gold, and in ISOLi their product 
still amounted in valuo to about $200,- 
000.

those engaged in this sudden migration 
returned disappointed, many without ever 
reaching their destination. Some, how- 
ever, persevered, several thousand miners 
actually got to work on tho auriferous 
bars of the Fra-er, and a new state of 
affairs was thus fairly inaugurated. 

To follow the rapid progress of these 
mi ers along the Fraser and Thompson 
with their tributaries would bo full of in- 
terest, though the records of their work 
now existing are scanty, but this again 
would lead us too far afield. The gold 
found on the lower reaches of the Fraser 
was what is known to miners as '"line" 
gold, or gold in very small scales or dust, 
minutely divided, Further up "coarser" 
gold was obtained, and the miners very 
naturally jumped to the conclusion that 
somowhere still further up the great, 
stream the source of all the gold should 
be found. Thus, with restless energy, 
they pushed on till before long the Cari- 
boo country, some 400 miles from the sea, 
was reached ; and hero tho richest do- 
posits of alluvial or "placer" gold were 
found, and for a number of years con- 
tinued to be worked, with results which, 
considering the comparatively small num- 
ber of men engaged, wero most remark- 
able, 

Later and more thorough investigations 
show that tho theory so readily adopted 
by the miners was incorrect ; that there 
is no regular gradation in amount or 
"coarseness" of gold from the lower part 
of the Fraser to the head waters in Cari- 
boo, but that the gold found on tho bars 
of the river is of more local origin. Still 
tho theory referred to, as a matter of 
fact, led the miners to Cariboo, which 
proved not only to be the richest district 
so far discovered in British Columbia, 
but for its area one of tho richest placer 
mining districts ever found. 

In this district the valleys of two 
streams, Lightning and Williams Creeks, 
hive been the most remunerative, and 
these and their tributaries have actually 
yielded the greater part of the gold ob- 
tained. The work was begun by the 
washing of the gravels of tiie streams 
themselves, but with the experience al- 
ready gained in California and in Aus- 
tralia, the miners soon began to search 
deeper. Tho valleys through which these 
streams flowed were found to be filled to 
a considerable depth by loose material, 
gravel, and boulder-clay due to tho glac- 
ial period or to iii wash from the sides of 
the bordering mountain ranges ; and in 
sinking beneath all this material the chan- 
nels of older streams, the predecessors of 
the present were found, with their rocky 
beda smoothed and worn and tilled with 
rounded boulders and gravel. These con- 
tained vastly richer deposits of gold, be- 
cause they represented the concen rated 
accumulations of gyj .t periods of cou- 
th .^.i work by natural forces of denuda- 
tion and ri vor action. 

'I bis discover)', once made, led to the 
initiation of more extended mining oper- 
ations, which often necessitated large ex- 
pense in labor and tho construction of 
heavy pumping machinery ; but the re- 
sults as a rule repaid the enterprising 
miners. Thus the old deeply buried 
channel of Lightning Creek was found to 
average something like S-00 in gold to 
each running foot of its length, while 
Considerable lengths of Williams Creek 
yielded as much as §1,000 to the same 
unit of measurement. 

Williams Creek affords some notable 
instances of the extraordinary concentra- 
tion of "coarse" gold in limited areas : — 
Thus, from Steele's claim, 80x25 feet, 
over §100,000 worth of gold was obtained. 
From the Dillor Company's claim, il is 
stated that in one day 200 lbs. weight of 
gold, valued at §38,400 was raised ; and 
in 1803, twenty claims were producing 
from 70 to 400 ounces of gold each per 
diem. Four hundred miners were at 
work on Williams Creek in this year, 
which is still admiringly spoken of as the 
"golden year." 

Though, like Williams Creek, discover- 
ed in 1801, the deep channel i f Lightning 
('reek was not. successfully reached till 
1870, but great developments followed. 
Tim Butcher claim at one time yielded 
350 ounces of gold a day : the Aurora, 
H00 to IJOd ounces ; and the Caledonia, 
300 ounces. 

It mtisl be remembered that the Cari- 
boo mining district is situated in a high 
uni] densely forested mountainous region, I 
which, because of its inaccessible charac- | 
ter, had remained almost unknown even 



though so remote, has produced a consid 
erablo quantity of gold. Still further to 
tho north, in latitude 58°, is the Cassiar 
district, lirst found to bo auriferous in 
187-', for some years thereafter resorted 
to by many miners, and still a mining 
centre not without importance. This is 
the northernmost mining region of Brit- 
ish Columbia proper, but beyond tho 60th 
parallel (forming the northern boundary 
of the province) alluvial gold mining has 
of lato years been developed in tho Yukon 
district, embracing the numerous upper 
tributaries of that great river, and ex- 
tending to the borders of the United 
States territory of Alaska. 

Neither must it be forgotten to note, 
that the working of alluvial gold deposits 
of greater or less importance has occurred 
at many places in tho southern part of 
the province, to the east of the Fraser 
River, including 1 !i-_c Bend, Similkameen, 
and Kootanie districts, from all of which 
some gold still continues to be produced 
by the old methods. 

The story of the discovery and, develop- 
ment, tho palmy days and the gradual 
decline in importance of any one of these 
mining regions, rightly told and in suffi- 
cient detail, would constitute in itself a 
subject of interest. But without attempt- 
ing to do more than name the districts 
here, it, is of importance to note how 
general, throughout the whole extent of 
tho great area of British Columbia, the 
occurrence of deposits of alluvial gold has 
been proved to bo. The gold thus found 
in the gravels and river beds is merely 
that collected in those places by natural 
processes of waste acting on tho rocks, 
anil the concentration of their heavy ma- 
terials during the long course of time. 
The gold has been collected in these 
places by the untiring action of the 
streams and rivers, and it must in all 
cases be accepted as an indication of tho 
gold-bearing veins which traverse tho 
rocky substructure of tho country, and 
which await merely the necessary skill 
and capital to yield to the miner still 
tin >re abundantly. 

Nevertheless, the results of alluvial or 
placer gold mining alone in British Co- 
lumbia have not been insignificant, for, 
since the early years of the discovery, the 
province has contributed gold to the 
value of some §50,000,000 to the world. 

One feature in particular requires 
special mention, and this is a deduction 
which depends not alone on experience in 
British Columbia, but which is based as 
well on that re. idling from the study and 
examination of other regions. The 
"heavy," or "coarse" gold, meaning by 
these miners' terms the gold which occurs 
in pellets or nuggets of some size, never 
travels far from its place of origin. It is 
from this point of view that, it becomes 
important to note ami record the locali- 
ties in which rich alluvial deposits have 
been found, even when the working of 
these has been abandoned by the placer 
miner. Their existence points to that of 
neighboring deposits in the rock itself, 
which may confidently be looked for, ami 
which are likely to constitute a greater 
and more permanent source of wealth 
than that afforded by their derived gold. 

Reverting for a moment, to the Cariboo 
district, where such notably rich deposits 
of alluvial gold have been found within a 
limited area, and where, very often, the 
gold obtained has been actually mingled 
with the quartz of the parent veins, it | but 
cannot be doubted that, these veins will 
before long be drawn upon to produce a 
second golden harvest. Tins district has 
suffered and still suffers from its great 
distance from efficient means of commun- 
ication ; but, notwithstanding this, praise- 
worthy efforts have already been made 
towards tho development of "quartz min- 
ing," while much also remains to be done 
in utilising by operations on a larger scale 
mid with better appliances, the less acces- 
sible placer deposits which have so far 
bafUod the efforts of the local miner. 

It is necessary to hear in mind that al- 
luvial gold milling or placer mining re- 
quires but a minimum amount of knowl- 
edge on the pari of the miner, though it 
may call for much individual enterprise 
and effort when anew and difficult region 
is to be entered. Any man of ordinary 
intelligence may soon become an expert 
placer miner. It, is after all, in the main, 
a poor man's method of mining ; ami, as 
a rule, (he placer miner lacks the knowl- 
edge as well as the capital necessary to 
enable him to undertake regular mining 
operations on veins and lodes. Howev 



has afforded these facilities, but by far 
the larger part still awaits railway com- 
munication. Hud tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway, in accordance with sumo of tho 
surveys made for it, traversed for instance 
the Cariboo district, there can bo no 
doubt that wo should have already boon 
able to noto great developments there. 
This railway has, however, been con- 
structed across the southern portion of 
tho province, and in its vicinity, and con- 
currently with its progress, now mining 
interests have begun to grow up, of which 
something must now bo said. 

Before turning to these, howovor, I 
must ask to bo allowed to say a fow 
words respecting tho development of the 
coal mines of British Columbia, which 
was meanwhile in progress. 

Tho discovery of coal upon tho coast, 
at an early dato in the brief history of 
British Columbia, has already been allud- 
ed to. Following this discovery, tho 
Hudson's Bay Company brought out a 
few coal miners from Scotland, and pro- 
ceeded to test and open up some of tho 
deposits. Thus, as early as 1853, about 
L'.OOO tons of coal wero actually raised at 
Nanuinio. San Francisco already began 
to afford a market for this coal, and tho 
amount produced increased from year to 
year. The principal coal-mining district 
remained and si ill remains at Nanaimo, 
on Vancouver Island. At the close of 
tho year 1888, about four and a half mil- 
lion tons in all had been produced, and 
tho output has grown annually, till in 
1801 over a million tons wero raised in 
olio year. California is still tho principal 
place of sale for tho coal, which, by reason 
of its superior quality, practically con- 
trols this market, and is held in greater 
estimation than any other fuel produced 
on the Pacific slope of North America. 
The local consumption in the province it- 
self grows annually, and smaller quanti- 
ties are also exported to the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, and to China, Japan, and other 
places. In tho various ports of the Pa- 
cific Ocean, the coal from British Colum- 
bia comes into competition with coal from 
Puget Sound in tho State of Washington, 
which, because of the high protective 
duty established by the United Status, 
is enabled to achieve a large sale in Cali- 
fornia notwithstanding its inferior qual- 
ity. It also has to compete with ship- 
ments from Great Britain, brought out 
practically as ballast, with tho coals of 
Newcastle in New South Wales, with 
coal from .Japan, and in regard to the 
Pacific ports of the Russian Empiro, with 
coal raised by convict labor at Duai, on 
Saghalien Island, in the Okotsk Sea, 

It is sufficient guarantee for the quality 
of the coal of British Columbia that it is 
able to hold its own as against all these 
competitors. 

Though Nanaimo has been from the 
lirst tho chief point, of production of coal, 
work has been extended within tho last 
fow years to tho Coniox district, also 
situated on Vancouver Island ; while t 
other promising coal-bearing tracts have 
been in part explored and examined on 
this island, and on the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 

These particular coal regions, border- 
ing upon the Pacific Ocean, have natural- 
ly been the first to he employed, but they 
by no means exhaust the resources of the 
province in respect to coal. Deposits of 
good bituminous coal are known also in 
the inland region, and some of these in 
tho vicinity of tho line of railway tiro now 
being opened up, while others, still far 
from any practicable means of transport, 
or convenient market, have been discov- 
ered, and lie in reserve. One of the most 
remarkable of these undeveloped fields is 
that of the Crow's Nest Pass, in the 
Rocky Mountains, where a large number 
of superposed beds of exceptional thick- 
ness and quality have been defined, 

Besides the bituminous coals, there are 
also in the interior of the province widely 
extended deposits of lignite coals, of later 
geological age, which, though inferior as 
fuels, possess considerable value for local 
use. 

In the Queen Charlotte Islands anthra- 
cite coal is found, but has not yet been 
successfully worked ; and in the Rocky 
Mountains, on tho lino of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, coal of the same kind 
again occurs, near Banff and Canmore 
stations. The places last named lie just 
beyond the eastern border of British Co- 
lumbia in the adjacent district of Alberta, 
piire mention in connection with 
the mineral resources of tho province. 

The coals of British Columbia, may, in 
fact, bo said to represent, in regard to 
quality and composition, every stage from 
hard and smokeless fuels, such as anthra- 
cite, to lignites and brown coals like 
those of Saxony and Bohemia. Many 
features of interest to the geologist might 
be mentioned in relation to those coal de- 
posits, did time permit, but it must not 
be forgotten to noto one principal fact of 
this kind— the very recent, geological age 
to which all tho coals belong. None of 
the coals of British Columbia are so old 
as those worked in Great Britain ; they 
lire in fact till contained in cretaceous and 
tertiary rocks. 

The very general distribution of coals 
of various kinds in different parts of the 



has since become familiarly known as 
Toad Mountain, and one of them, in 
seeking for lost horses, stumbled on an 
outcrop of ore, of which he brought back 
a. specimen. This specimen was after- 
wards submitted to assay, and tho results 
were such that the prospectors returned 
and staked out claims on their discovery. 
Tho ore, in fact, proved to contain some- 
thing like §1100 to the ton in silver, with 
u largo percentage of coppor and a little 
gold. 

In this manner what is now known as 
tho "Silver King" mine was discovered, 
and, us a consequence of its discovery, 
the entire Kootanie district, in which it 
is situated, bogati to bo overrun with 
prospectors. Hundreds of these men, 
with oxperienco gained in tho neighbor- 
ing states of Montana and Idaho, as well 
as others from different parts of tho 
world, turned their attention to Kootanie. 
Tho result has been that within about 
five years a very great number of metalli- 
ferous deposits, chiefly silver ores, have 
been discovered, and claims taken out 
upon them. Several growing mining 
centres and littlo towns have been estab- 
lished : roads, trails, and bridges have 
been made, steamers have been placed 
on tho Kootanie Lako and on the Upper 
Columbia River, and a short lino of rail- 
way has been built between tho lake and 
river to connect their navigable waters. 
Tho immediate centre of interest in re- 
gard to mining development in British 
Columbia has, in fact, for the time being, 
been almost entirely changed from tho 
principal old placer mining districts to 
tho new discoveries of Bilver-bearins 



that tho particular portions of British 
Columbia now for tho first time oponed 
to mining by means of the Canadian Pa 
cific Railway, are richer in ores than 
oteer parts of the province. On tho con- 
trary, what has already been said of tho 
Cariboo district affords prima facie evi- 
dence of an opposito character. Tho pro- 
vince of British Columbia alone, from 
south-east to north-west, includes a 
length of over 800 miles of the Cordiller- 
an region ; and, adding to this tho fur. her 
oxtonsion of tho same region comprised 
within tho boundaries of the Dominion of 
Canada as a wholo. its entire length in 
Canada is between 1,200 and 1,300 miles. 
This is almost identical with tho whole 
length of the same region contained with- 
in the United States, from tho southern 
boundary with Mexico to the northern with 
Canada. 

Circumstances havo favored the devel- 
opment of tho mines of the Western 
States (>f tho Union, but it is, as nearly 
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to the wandering native hunters. At the I promising t he indications may be for such 



lime in which these great discoveries in 
it occurred, it was reached only with ex- 
treme dillioulty by trails or imperfect 
tracks, over mountains and across un- 
bridged rivers. Every article required 
by the miner was obtained at an excessive 
cost ; hut all these drawbacks did not, 
prevent the rapid growth of typical min- 
ing camps in the centre of this remote 
wilderness, with their accompanying lav- 
ish expenditure and costly if rude pleas- 
ures. So long as the golden stream con- 
tinued to How in undiminished volume, 
everything that gold alone could buy was 
to be obtained in Cariboo. 

Perhaps more worthy of nr. to, is the 
fact that tho development of theso mines 
was carried out entirely by tho Illinois 
themselves. No outside capital or back- 
ing was asked for or obtained. Money 
made in one venture was freely and at 
once embarked ill another, and tho in- 
vestors were to be found working with 
picK and shovel in the shaft or drift. 

But tho lengths of tho rich old chan- 
nels on both these famous creeks which 
could be worked in this way proved to be 
limited to a fow miles. Below a certain 



I mining, lie either does not appreciate 
| them, or passes them over .as being be- 
yond his experience or means. Ho would 
rather travel hundreds of miles to test a 
new reported discovery, than spend a 
summer in endeavoring to trace out a 
quartz reef, with the uncertain prospect 
of being able to dispose of it at some later 
dat e. 

Thus, though the development of placer 
mining in British Columbia began a new 
history for that great region, raising it 
from the status of a "fur country" to that 
of an independent colony, and subse- 
quently to that of a province of Canada, 
there remained a gap to be bridged in 
order that tho province should begin to 
realise its proper place among the mining 
regions of the world. It was necessary 
that railways should be constructed to 
convey machinery and carry ores, as well 
as to bring to tho metalliferous districts 
men who would not face the hardships of 
pioneer travel in the mountains, but who 
are in a position to embark tho necessary 
capital in promising enterprises. 

For a portion of tho province, tho con- 
struction of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
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considered in connection with the build- 
ing of railways and tin.' milling and smelt- 
ing of tho metalliferous ores. It insures 
the most, favorable conditions for the de- 
velopment of these ores, to some further 
examination of which we must: now re- 
turn. 

It is especially worthy of note, 
wherever in the United States tho 1 
Mountain or Cordilleran region has 
traversed by railways, mining, and | 
cularly that, of the precious metals, has 
immediately followed. It appears to re- 
quire only facilities of transport and 
travel to initiate important mining enter- 
prises in tiny part of this region. The 
building of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
across the southern part of British Co- 
lumbia, with the construction of other 
railway lines in the neighboring States, 
near the frontier of the province, has 
already begun to bring about the same 
result in this new region ; which, till 
these railways were completed, had re- 
mained almost inaccessible. It had long 
before been resorted to by a fow placer 
miners in search of alluvial gold, and 
their efforts were attended with some 
success. Silver-bearing lead ores were 
also found to occur there, but under the 
circumstances existing at tho time these 
actually possessed no economic valuo. It 
was impossible to utilise them. 

In 1880, sumo prospectors, still in 
search of placer gold only, happened to 
camp in a high mountainous region which j 



veins. 

So far as they have yet been examined 
or opened up, the metalliferous deposits 
of the Kootanie district give every evi- 
dence of exceptional value: They consist 
chiefly of argentiferous galena, holding 
silver to tho valuo of from §40 or §50 to 
boveral hundred dollars to the ton Nel- 
son, Hot Springs, Kuslo, llleeillewaet, 
I and Uoldon are tit present tho principal 
recognised centres in the new district, but 
it would be rash as yet, to attempt to in- 
dicate its ultimate limits. 

Though much has already been done in 
this Kootanie district, two principal 
causes have tended to prevent the more 
rapid growth of substantial mining up to 
the present timo. Tho first of these is 
the dillioulty still existing in respect to 
the local transport of large quantities of 
ores ; tho second, the exaggerated values 
placed by discoverers upon their claims. 
While it is evidently just that the pros- 
pector should receive an amplo remuner- 
ation for his find, it is to be noted that 
tho laws of British Columbia are so lib- 
eral that he (whatever his nationality) 
may, at a cost scarcely more than nomin- 
al, hold and establish his claim, even 
though he may be practically without 
means of developing it. Such develop- 
ment in all cases requires the expendi- 
ture of considerable sums, and this must 
always bo of a more or less speculative 
character, while, oven if thus fully proved, 
it becomes further necessary to incur an 
additional large expenditure in plant and 
machinery before any property reaches 
the status of a going concern. Scarcely 
an instance can bo quoted of a mine which 
has paid its own way from the "grass" 
down, but almost every prospector i.s 
fully convinced that his claim is precisoly 
of this kind. 

Such circumstances, which havo unfor- 
tunately for the last few years retarded 
the development of the Kootanie country, 
are now happily passing away ; and there 
can be no reasonable doubt that in tho 
next year or two this country will estab- 
lish its place as one of the most import- 
ant, not only in British Columbia but in 
North America as a whole. 

So far as England is concerned, tho 
actual investment of capital in this dis- 
trict, has been small. The investor here 
would rather pay half a million for some 
property which, as demonstrated in a 
prospectus, will produce a good annual 
rate of interest, than embark a compara- 
tively small sum in a promising venture. 
But to a man with some knowledge of 
mines and mining and tho command of 
even a limited amount of capital, who 
will visit and live in tho district himself 
for a time, the opportunities for profit- 
able investment are, I believe, to day ex- 
cellent. 

I have been unable to say anything in 
detail in regard to the actual modes of 
occurrence of the ores now being brought 
to light in the Kootanie tlistrict and their 
geological relations. Neither is it prac- 
ticable, on the present occasion, to pur- 
sue in further detail the history or de- 
scription of other districts of the province 
in which more or less good work of a 
preliminary kind has been done in the 
development, of metalliferous deposits of 
various kinds. Okanagan, Rock Creek, 
Nicola, Similkameen, the North Thomp- 
son, and Cayoosh Creek can only be 
named. It has been possible merely to 
endeavor to indicate in broad lines what 
has already been done and what must 
soon follow. Within a few years this 
province of Canada will undoubtedly hold 
an important place in the list of quota- 
tions of mining stocks in London and 
elsewhere, and then the further develop- 
ment of its mini's will become •> subject 
of common interest from day to day. 

In conclusion 1 wish to draw attention 
to one or two ruling features of tho actual 
situation which are too important to be 
left wi'hout mention : — 

The Cordilleran belt, or Rocky Moun- 
tain region of North America, forming 
tho wide western rim of tho continent, 
has, whenever it has been adequately ex- 
amined, proved to be rich in the precious 
metals as well as in other ores. This has 
been tho case in Mexico and in the west- 
ern states of the American union. Though 
some parts of t his ore-bearing region are 
undoubtedly richer than others, general- 
ly speaking it is throughout a metallifer- 
ous country. The mining of placer or 
alluvial gold deposits has in most cases 
occurred in advance of railway' construc- 
tion ; but this industry has always proved 
to be more or less transitory in its char- 
acter, and has almost invariably been an 
indication of future and more permanent 
developments of a different kind. Placer 
gold-mining has, in fact, often been con- 
tinued for years and then abandoned, 
long before the gold and silver-bearing 
veins in tho same tract of country havo 
been discovered and opened up. This 
later and more permanent phase of min- 
ing has followed tho construction of rail- 
ways and roads, and tho series of condi- 
tions thus outlined are repeating them- 
selves in Brit ish Columbia to-day. 

Tliore is no reason whatever to believo 



of tho similar region will eventually nrovo 
equal in richness to the southern, and 
that whon the mines of these Western 
Slates may havo passed their zenith of 
pn ductiveness, those of tho north will be 
still increasing in this respect. Tho ex 
plorations of the Geological Survey of 
Canada havo already resulted in placing 
on record the occurrence of rich ores of 
gold and silver in various places scattered 
along the entire length of tho Cordilleran 
region in Canada, and though so far wo 
have to chronicle only an awakening of 
interest in tho southern part of British 
Columbia, these discoveries stand as in 
dications and incentives to further enter 
prise to the north. 

While the remote .and impracticable 
character of much of this northern conn 
try places certain obstacles in the way of 
its development, on the other hand the 
local abundance of timber and water 
power in it, afford facilities unknown in 
the south, which will be of importance 
whenever mining operations have actual 
ly been set on foot. 

No attempt has been made in this brief 
sketch of the mineral wealth of British 
Columbia to enumerate tho various ores 
and minerals which have so far been 
found within the limits of the province in 
any systematic manner. Nothing has been 
said of the largo deposits of iron, from 
some of which a certain amount of ore 
has already been produced, and which 
wait to realise their true importance 
merely tho circumstances which would 
render their working on a large scale re- 
munerative. Coppor ores have, also been 
discovered in many places. Mercury, in 
tho form of cinnabar, promises to be of 
value in tho near future, and iron pyrites, 
plumbago, mica, asbestos, and other use- 
ful minerals are also known to occur. In 
late years platinum has boon obtained in 
alluvial mines in British Columbia in such 
considerable quantity as to exceed tho 
product of this metal from any other part 
of North America. 

While, therefore, tho more important 
products of this western mountain region 
of Canada are, and seem likely to be, 
gold, silver, and coal ; its known minerals 
are already so varied, that, as it becomes 
more fully explored, it seems probable 
that few minerals or ores of valuo will bo 
found to be altogether wanting. 

Respecting tho immediate future of 
mining,- which is tho point to which at- 
tention is particularly called at the pres- 
ent time, it may bo stated that coal-min- 
ing rests already on a substantial basis of 
continued and increasing prosperity; 
while the work now actually in progress, 
particularly in the southern part of the 
province, appears to indicate that, follow- 
ing the largo output of placer gold, and 
exceeding this in amount and in perma- 
nence, will be tho development of silver 
mines, with lead and copper as accessory 
products. The development of these 
mining industries will undoubtedly be 
followed by that of auriferous quart/, 
reefs, in various parts of the province, 
while all these mining enterprises must 
react upon and stimulate agriculture and 
trade in their various branches. 

Because a mountainous country, and 
till of lato a very remote one, tho devel- 
opment of the resources of British Co- 
lumbia has heretofore been slow, but tho 
preliminary difficulties having been over- 
come, it is now, there is every reason to 
believe, on the verge of an oraof prosper- 
ity and expansion of which it is yet diffi- 
cult to foresee the amount or the end.

Hrltlsli Columbia Minerals,

son, C.M.G., before tho Royal Colonial 
Institute, on the "Mineral Wealth of 
British Columbia." The full text of the 
paper appears on page five (in the supple- 
ment) of this issue, anil will bo found very 
interesting reading. Dr. Dawson's is valu- 
able testimony, being based on his personal 
observation as an officer of tho geological 
survey department of Canada. 

THE BRITISH PACIFIC. 

To thk EDITOR : — Tho British Pacific 
proposii ion as explained by Mr. B&keman 
in a published interview, contemplates that 
$15,000,000, approximately three-fifths of 
the cost of the road, shall be secured upon 
the railway and the lauel grant, and that, 
the financial company will agree to raise the 
other two fifths upon the security of the 
reversionary interest, subject to any lien 
which tho Province may retain to protect 
such guarantee as it may give. Is such 
reversionary interest in 1,000 miles of rail 
way through this Province worth §10,000,- 
000? From my knowledge of the Province 
I would say that it is worth very much 
more. Even tho opponents of the guarantee 
admit this, for they say that 
I he land subsidy itself is suffici- 
ent to pay a company for building 
the road, if this bo true, then it must be 
ample security f,<r the interest on the bonds, 
anel if for the whole interest, then certain- 
ly, for any part of tho interest which the 
Province may guarantee. 

The fact that the financial company un- 
dertakes to raise approximately §10,000,000 
upon tho faith of tho reversionary interest 
in tho property is incontrovertible evidence 
that the capitalists who will tuke the mat- 
ter in hand do not mean to let tho property 
remain undeveloped. It will bo their in- 
terest as business men to find business for 
their road to elo* and to realize as much as 
possible out of their land grant. By enlist- 
ing tho interest of capitalists in the railway 
we therefore also interest them in tho in- 
dustrial development of tho Prov- 
ince, a thing which wo need if 
possible more than u railway ; but 
cannot hope to have without a railway. 
One of their first Bteps will, I suppose, bo to 
atl race immigration. Naturally they will 
seek to induce settlers to locate upon their 
own domain, but as the Province can af- 
ford to offer much better terms than any 
company em, it will follow that everything 
which the company may elo to direct atten- 
tion to their property will ba an adver- 
tisement of the vacant Crown lands 
of tho Province. The company 
cannot develop its own property 
without developing that ot the Province 
also. It will be worth a great deal to the 
Province in a purely financial way to be 
able to secure the advantage which the 
operations of tho company in , the direction 
indicated will give. 

So cleat ly does it seem to mo that the 
Province stands to gain greatly as a Pro- 
vince from the operations of the company, 
that I for one would be inclined to hold the 
Government culpable if it does not close 
with the proposition made, provided the 
guarantee is reasonable and the finan- 
cial standing of the English capitalists 
is w hat it is representetl to be. I assume, 
of course, in what I write that no question 
can be justly raised us to their stuuding, 
and that the necessary proofs of it will be 
forthcoming at the proper time. This is, 
however, a matter of detail which can easily 
bo determined when once the principle of a 
guarantee has been passed upon by tho 
Legislature. -I take it that all tho people of 
the Province want to be made sure of is 
that no bargain will bo made with uny com 
pany that is not predicated upon unques- 
tionable security that the road will be 
built. 

I do not think that the people, when they 
como to understand what the guarantee 
asked from the Legislature met ns, will raise 
tho lenst objection to it. When they come 
to know that before the responsibility of 
the Provin :e will a tin b. the railway people 
must first abandon all their reversionary in- 
terest in their property, and be 
prepared to lose every dollar which 
they have put into it over and 
above three-fifths of its cost, they 
will understand that tho proposed 
guarantee is baldly more thin a matter of 
form. A bond secured upon land of at 
least one-half greater value than the face of 
the bond, with interest guaranteed by the 
Government of British Columbia, is a gilt- 
edgeil piece of paper, and the lact that the 
Government of this Province had guaran 
teed a part of the issue, would give the 
whole issue n greater value than it could pos- 
sibly have without such guarantee. It won d 
be something like a bank cashier's initials 
on a check ilrawn ugainst his bo.uk, for the 
Province could say to the world, We 
have faith in this project, aud here ia proof 
of it. 

If naked whether I think that tho Prov- 
ince would ever be oiled upon to pay the 
guaranteed interest, 1 would unhesitatingly 
Bay that I do not think so. If I did, I 
would feel called upon to protest against 
tho road being built at all, aud would for 
one oppose holding out to uny one so 
deceptive an offer as that contained in the 
Subsidy Act. But we have said to the 
world several times by legislation and » 
hundred times in other ways, that we have 
an immense unoccupied domain which it will 
pay richly to develop. We have boasted of 
our incomparable agricultural capabilities, 
of our exhaustloss forests, ot our ine ilcul 
able mineral wealth. For the last twenty 
we have been calling on tho

The cases and counter-cases in the /iehr 
ing Sea arbitration have been submitted on 
both sides, and a summary of the chief points 
has been made public. These ore only cal- 
culated to confirm the impression that has 
been irresistible from the beginning that the 
arbitration can only pave the way to an in- 
ternational agreement for the protection of 
the seal fisheries, and that might have been 
brought about without arbitration if the 
negotiations begun by Sir. Bayard, when 
Secretary of State, had been sustained und 
carried out. To state tho claims of the 
United States as made by Secretary Blaine, 
and as formulated by Mr. J. \V, Foster for 
submission to the Court of Arbitration, is 
to auggeet their refutation. They aro in 
cont radiction of the established principles 
of international law, of all historical pre- 
eedenta, and of the contention!) of our own 
Government when Russia's pretensions 
were set up in 1S*21. Sir Charles Tupper 
had an easy tusk in meeting these claims us 
to jurisdiction in Bearing Sea, the owner- 
ship of wandering seala, und the protection 
of the herds while on their migrations. 

There was only one way to sustain a 
policy like that announced by Mr. Iilainc, 
and that was by bold and blustering asser- 
tion und a resort to force if the adversary 
did not give way. Nothing would justify 
it but u reudinesa to back it up by force, if 
necessary, and an assurance thut force 
would be successful. Possibly Mr. Blaine

to success, but when ho tried to support iv 
und induce its acceptance by argument, he 
wus predestined to failure.

That is really 
the only \iart of the task of tho 
tribunal that has a practical interest. All 
tho rest is o cumbersome, costly, and 
laborious preparation for considering the 
question which Secretary Bajard raised in 
1886, and which might have been settled 
then but for tho hoatile and partisan atti- 
tude of the Scnato toward the negotiations. 
The whole muddle into which the subject 
was promp tly brought by the Administra- 
tion of Mr, Harrison will result in getting 
laboriously back to thu basis of an inter- 
national agreement for the protection of the 
seals of Bearing Sea from extermination; 
and in tho meantime the (laughter seems to 
have pretty nearly done itH work, and by 
the time measures of protection have boon 
adopted, the remnant of the seals may not 
bo worth protecting.

SeAtK.k, Aptil B.-—Thfl new administra- 
tion has relaxed sot'.io of tho new regula- 
tions catnMin'icd by tho late one in regard 
to tho 'export of express matter Slid freight 
i:y ruil to Canada and Mexico, A rule wan 
made by the customs, department on De- 
cember 30 r;.,|i)h-inj» that all express matter 
and freight shipped to Canada and Mexico 
should bo accompanied by a manifest sworn 
to by the sender, This put the sender to 
the expense of pitying a notary feo, which 
often amounted to as much as the express 
charges, besides tho extra trouble. This 
order was "modified by a circular issued by 
Secretary Carlisle on March U, which 
Sd.ya -. tho caso of express companies 
earring goods from this country into 
Canada or Mexico, tho agent of the express 
company niay act as agent of tho exporter, 
and furnish, besides the car manifest, the 
manifest required by article " (to he fur- 
nished by exporter), including in tho latter 
manifest all tho articles carried by tho ex- 
press company on a single train, taking

Perhaps there have been more superb 
materials made than some of those shown 
this season, bnt it is difficult to believe 
it when one looks at the magnificent 
shot velvets displayed in some of the 
best houses. Tho colors are truly royal 
in their richness, and the fabrics are stiff 
and thick and fine. Some of them when 
folded appear blue in one light, red in 
another and purple at the front view. 
There are others that shade from russet 
to green, and tho velvet is ribbed in 
heavy wales. Others have terry cords 
over or between tho velvet pile. As if 
that was not enough, there are some pat-

brocaded flowers woven in, and they are 
specially handsome, but tho corded and 
changeable velvets give tho richest ap- 
pearance. 

These corded velvets nro mostly in- 
tended for dinner and elaborato recep- 
tion gowns and not to be used now as 
they would have been a few seasons ago 
as panels, front breadths or trains. Al- 
most every gown now is of tho same 
material as far as skirts go, except where 
there are ruffles or folds of something of 
a lighter quality or kind. Tho sleeves 
and waist drapery also often have a dif- 
ferent color or material, but skirt com- 
binations are certainly no longer in 
vogue. 

Tho princess form of gown for all 
figures that will bear it is tho one for the 
full skirt, and it is oftener seen than any 
other, particularly for homo toilets, 
though it is also quito suitable for the 
street. Tho prettiest wrappers and tea 
gowns are princess, with a watteau in 
tho back and full front, more or less 
trimmed, tho long lines and loose folds 
being graceful to any figure. 

One very elegant gown of this descrip- 
tion has Just been finished for a young 
married 1'elle. and it is worthy of illus- 
tration.

Ho was living in a 
hotel in a little town, when a shock came 
one night, ft wasn't much of a shock- 
just an ordinary little affair to which no 
native Califorrihin would pay (lie slightest 
attention. But. when this tenderfoot felt 
the earth shaking, and afterward when the 
house began to rattle and rock, he ran for 
his window, lie was up in the third story, 
but he jumped. Down below was a shed 
with a light roof. He struck that and went 
though it like a shot. lie was scratched 
and torn and jabbed in the most awful 
way, but he was tickled to death when hu 
found lie was alive. Ho wouldn't believe 
us when we told him he was scared — that 
he jumped. He declared that he hadn't: 
jumped. 

" 'Why,' he says, 'when that earthquake 
began to shake tie- house to pieces] tried 
to get hold of something to brace myself 
with. Just when tho walls begun to fall 
something picked me up and threw me out 
tho window. I'm glad it did. It saved my 
life. I should have been killed if I had 
been ill the house when it fell.' 

"Yen see, be didn't know anything about 
earthquakes. Tho plaster on thewallsol 
the house hadn't even been cracked, but 
that's the way it. takes tendcrteet. 

"One of the worst shakings up 1 ever had 
was in Africa. There was a fellow over 
there who had chills and fever that iveru 
tho worst I ever saw. They used to come 
on him every dny at a certain hour, lie 
would sit down and shake so you could .al- 
most hear his bones rattle, and his belt 
would snap like the bones of a player in a 
minstrel show. When he got through with 
his attack, he would be as weak as a kitten 
and as white as a sheet. 

"Well, one afternoon he sat down to have 
his chills, when an earthquake shock came 
along. It threw mo down and fired mo all 
over the ground, but he just sat there and 
shook. No man that ever lived shook t he 
way that man did. I believe that if there 
hadn't been so much noise and confusion 
you could have heard his belt crack a mile 
away. Ho just shivered from head to foul 
over and over again. I could see him while 
I was tossing around, and I thought he 
would Shako to pieces, but he just sat up 
same as he always did when he had his 
chills. 

"When the shock was over, I got up, and 
then he said: 

" 'That's the worst attack I ever had. I be- 
lieve I'm getting worse. I'm afraid I'll 
have to move away from here.' 

"Would you believe it, that man thought 
that earthquake was one of his attacks of 
chillsl He did, sir, and the most remarka- 
ble thing about it was that after that, when 
the hour for his shakes came round, he 
would walk about and attend to his busi- 
ness as if nothing unusual were happening. 
Yes, sir, after that earthquake he didn't 
mind chills a bit, sir; not a bit, sir, and he 
always said he was getting better."— New 
York Tribune.

Yesterday was Victoria's day to win at 
football, tho Rugby seniors again defeating 
Somenos in the. return match played at 
Beacou Hill, and tho Junior Association 
players scouring tho coveted championship 
by besting the Juniors of Nanaimo with 
ease. Tho senior match was hard from the 
time the ball was act in motion, tho weak 
points in tho Somenoa team having been 
materially strengthened since the last 
engagement, and several heavy scrimmages 
were enjoyod by tho spectators, perhaps 
more than by the participants. In tho first 
half neither side scored, but when timo was 
called the teams settled down to even 
harder work. Lungley soon after secured a 
try for the Victorias, which, however, was 
not improved, and Jones contributed 
another, while Somenos failed to mako a 
point, although their forwards again did 
splendid work. The game went to Victoria 
by two tries to nil. 

VICTORIA V. NANAIMO. 

Croat interest was taken in this game 
from tho fact that Victoria had beaten the 
Vancouvers, who were the champions of the 
Mainland; and although " our boys " hud 
not met Vancouver this season, tliey bad 
played a draw game with them towards the 
close of last season. Tho match was there- 
fore lor the junior championship of the 
Province. 

Tho teams loomed up at 3 p.m. prompt, 
when n glance at the splendid physique of 
the Nanaimo boys told that they would 
play a hard game. They were all boys of 
fair size and sturdily built. The Victoria 
boys wero not so uniformly well built, some 
being tall, while not a few wero very small, 
but their fresh, jaunty appearance gave 
evidence of confidence in their own 
powers, and told of training. It wus a sur- 
prise to the Nuuuliuu boys to soe a stripling 
liko "Giddy" Coward take his post as 
full back on the left wing, but hia steady, 
solid play in this position surprised Nauui- 
mo no less than it did Vancouver. 

Victoria won the toas, und elected to play 
against tho wind, but with the sun in their 
opponents' faces. Tho last instructions 
Victoria got was "Do not charge the Na- 
naimos; they are too solid,'' but they wero 
scarcely prepared for the splendid rush with 
which the Nanaimo men carried the ball 
down to their goal. The Victoria forwards 
seemed to tako some time to settle to their 
work, and here wus displayed the splendid 
defence of their back division. Field and 
"Giddy" Coward worked like Trojans, and 
goalkeeper Boyd was only asked to save 
the goal twice during the first fifteeu 
minutes, although the ball wus continually 
in Victoria's territory. 

About twenty minutes from the aturt of 
the game Nanaimo made a grand rush and 
carried everything before them. The outside 
right wing man neatly centred the bull 
in front of goal, centte forward shot straight 
in, followed the ball, and knocking Boyd 
down, the bull went between the poat3 amid 
Nanaimo cheers. Referee Alexander de- 
clared it no goal, as the man was off-side on 
kicking tho ball. 

Victoria's forwards now wakened up and 
two corners fell to them in quick succession, 
but nothing came of them. Lawson missed 
a good try for goal, but shortly after Cart- 
wright and Bay Wilson managed to carry 
the "sphere" well up, and altera scrim- 
mage in front of goal the ball went through, 
making the lirst goal cf the day and in Vic- 
toria's favor. No further point was made 
in tho lirat half and tho teams changed ends, 
Victoria hud now "the wind in their favor 
and the aim sinking. The spirits of Nanai- 
mo seemed to sink with it, as they allowed 
the Victoria boys to invade their territory 
again and again. The staying power of 
Victoria now showed itaelf. Lawson, Boy 
Wilson and Tyrell fairly danced round 
their men. Tyrell played a brilliant game 
in some respects, but seemed to for- 
get his position on the field and their 
to defend too many corners, which often 
left his own position unprotected. Tho 
ball dodged round Nanaimo s goal, and once 
Bay Wilson had a splendid opportunity, 
but raised the ball and nothing resulted. 
After some hard play two more goals fell to 
Victoria's lot, the one following the other 
in quick succession, and although Nanaimo 
pulled up towards the close of the mutch, 
they could not gain a point, und the game 
ended .'1 goals to I) in favor of Victoria. 

In the evening the visitors were enter- 
tained to coffee und cake in the parlors of 
tho Y.M.C.A. The sugar-coated cake was 
made more sugary by being served by some 
fair admirers of the Association game. Mr. 
Thomson, captain of the Nanaimo team, 
whose brilliant captaining was much com- 
mented on, was at one end of the table, and 
Mr. John Boyd at tho other. Several 
speeches were made, and the ladies amused 
the boys till 10:30 with song and games, 
when the meeting terminated with " Aulcl 
Lung Syne."

FROM TRAIL CREEK. 

Jlinliitr Development— Magnificent Showings 
— Eeniarkably RIcll Assays— Urgent 
Demands for a Wagon Road. 

TRAIL CREEK, April 3. — This camp has 
bad no boom, but a considerable amount of 
development has been achieved with very 
satisfactory rrsults. On the Lo Boi claim 
there ia a 200-foot shaft, the deepest in 
West Kootenuy, which shows a continuous 
body sixteen feet wide of iron and copper 
sulphide ure carrying about fifty dollars in 
gold ond five ounces ot silver per ton. 
There is a tunnel about 400 feet long en the 
propi rty also — a cross-cut which cannot 
lack over fifty feet of running to cut the 
ledge, which is large nnd rich at tho sur- 
face over the tunnel, tho lutter being 
about 600 feet west of the shaft. 

The ore body in the Centre Star 
claim ia of the same nature and fully as 
large as that of the Le Boi, but does not 
assay quite aa well in gold, though it is pay 
ore. This claim has on it a shaft 125 feet 
deep and a tunnel 550 feet long, the latter 
running endways on the vein for its whole 
length. 

The 0. K. claim is being worked by three 
men who are running u tunnel in on the 
voin, and are about ninety feet under cover. 
At the face they have a vein about six feet 
wide of probably the rielust ore body of its 
size in British Columbia. It is a quartz gun- 
guo currying son.e galena, iron and copper 
pyrites, silver in paying quantities, 
some of which is native, and a 
goodly amount of gold, probably nine- 
tenthB of which is free. No assay or series 
of essays will give its exuet value, for they 
range from $20 to §383,000— almost incredi- 
ble but true, and this highest assay gave 
also 1,92.') ounces of silver. It is the realiza- 
tion of a prospector's (beam, for it would be 
easy to pound out §100 per day in a baud 
mortar. 

The I.X.L. , a parallel claim, haa had con- 
siderable development work performed on 
it, and though not us rich as its neighbor is 
of considerable value. 

There are a number of shafts and tunnels 
on other of the copper -gold properties, 
und when the fact ia considered 
that tho major part of tho claims 
are owned by poor men, and that the work 
on tho Le Boi nnd Centre Star cost ut the 
rate of $35 per foot, it can bo understood 
that only strong companies can develop sat- 
isfactorily. 

Two companies have bonded claims in 
here lately and propose to develop largely 
this season. One, a Spokane company, have 
the War Fugle, Iron Mask and Virginia 
claims, and Patsey Chirk, of Ceeur d'Alene, 
has tho Joaio and No. 1, the aurfaco assays 
in all of the claims named being nearly if 
not quite equal to tho Le Boi. There are 
probably a scoro of lead-silver-goM hearing 
claims in a distinct belt about 1 J miles to 
the south of tho copper-gold claims which, 
t hough they have not received much develop- 
ment, aasay nicely, running from §20 to §150 
per ton. 

A smelter company is negotiating with 
tho Lo Boi people for 100,000 tons of ore 
and reduction works will be erected imme- 
diately if the turn is made. 

Tho Townsite Company, of Northport, 
Wash , built, last summer, a nar- 
row, very inferior road from that 
town to the Lo Roi, a distance 
of about 22 miles, but its grades are too 
steep and its bed too swampy to be of any 
valuo. They ask tho Government to re- 
iinburso them for the work performed 
north of tho lino to tho tune of $2,500. As 
it diil not cost probably half that sum, 
ia of no valuo to the camp, and 
is wnrso than useless to tho Province, 
or would bo, if anything could bo hauled 
over it, for it would divert tho camp's trade 
and ore to tho States, it would be a waate 
of good money which could be well applied 
toward building tho projected wagon road 
from the mines to the Columbia at the mouth 
of Trail creek, a distance of seven miles, 
on an oasy down guide all the way. 

There has been no blowing or booming in 
our mines, but they are rapidly coming to 
tho front by their merit and all things tend 
to show that, in a comparatively short time, 
Trail creek will be producing und be second 
to no camp in West Kootenuy or tho Pro- 
vince . E. s. Topping.
